the fifovernment? They selected two 
daring the late BeMlon,— the Treaty oJ 
Washinjjton aod the Pacific Railway; 
but open both of these ihe Covernuient 
were Bustaiaed by large and ever In- 
creasing majoritieB, If the country 
should Aot 8tt-iain the Government, too, 
ODOD these qnectiooH iheo must iho 
member* have eingolarly misread 
public -eniimont ; tor mey could not 
be .npposed to bo indifferent to public 
opinion, much U'ss run counter to it, 
on the eve of a geoeral election.

ENOOURAQING OPINION OF THE ROUTE. 



The Boxar atarted from Eiqalmalt at noon 
on tbe 6tb with Meaara O'Reilly, MoMillan 
and Anderson — the two . latter for tbe Bute 
Inlet Survey — and Coo stable Evans, to ac^ 
compauy Ur O'Reilly through the Chilcoaten 
Qonutry; tooohad at San Juan, and after a 
fine passage ancbond off Uaop T.^ .Stuart 
Island at 9 :30 a.m. on tbe 7tb. As it waa 
Sunday tbey wern all In oamp and (OOn 
camo on board for news, The anrvey waa 
progressing favorably, and all bands well exc 
ccpt oue man who came on board to have a 
tooth eitractod. They had had no sport except 
eagle ehooting — one bird shot miiasuring 7 
feet from lip to tip; havo plouty hard work, 
but live hi(<b, vonison, salujou and berriaa 
being verj pleutiful. After visiting the camps 
we etartod for Waddinglon Harbor and 
anchored at 9 p,ra. The snow waa much 
melled and tbe river a good deal higher, 
running very strong and getting stronger ovary 
day. 

On Tuesday Mr O'Reilly started to go up 
tbe river, bat, on arrival at tbe depot, tbe 
Indians relused to go any farther, saying that 
tbe water was too stormy. Tdey were a lazy 
lot — evideatly therefnsa of the tribe (Cla' 
boose), and struck work whilst reiarning on 
board, becnase Mr O'Reilly called them idle, 
but on buinji' forcibly reasoned Wltli tljey 
oventually did luich lbs ship, minus oue m > n 
who mauii(5Bd lo jump aaboro nd run. The 
next diiy the whole tribe ciimo down bringing 
ilr Smith with it.om and refused to work on 
the riror any more, saying Ibat it wiis too 
strong. The fact was ihey wore BatiaCed with 
what tbey bad got and were too lazy to earn 
auy more. However,on Thursday we Bte&mad 
down to Camp Y. again to get other Indians, 
and sncceeded In obtaining 3 canoes and 3o 
ladlaos (Ootetub's) for $1 per man per diem 
and ''muc-a-muc, ioBtead of $1 60 as tbe 
others got. They seemed a much brighter and 
more willing lot, but Ihey had no river canoes. 
However, it ia to bo hoped that they will give 
more a -itlafactioii than the KUhooae did. 

On Friday, left Stuart Island at 11 o'clock 
and steamed up to Waddinglon Harbor 
again. These Ucletah's are good Roman 
Catholics and went to Mass on board for 
aboai ball an bom. Stopped twioe on the 
way up to saarcb Kiabooao eaooes on t'le 
way down, to see what they bad looted, and 
funud Btiveral ozea, camp ket'leB, i&o.,wbiob 
wa recov<>rod. Aoohcrcd at the bead of the 
Itlsi ut 6 (i'clock, and eect the canoes on 
Hhore, wo buviug towed them up. Altar 
dimiBr, Mr. O'Keilly, Mr. Smith and eonae 
ol the of&cera landed to see tbe former ofl. 
At lit they all reioroed, tad wo weighed 
*t miunigbt and steamed down 'Homeward 
Bound.' Called in at Departure Bay at 8 
p. la., bot fontid no one lliore, bo we could 
not coal Aacbored in U'ter Bay ot 8:30 p. 
m. and stait d lor Esqaimalt at 3:30 a. m. 
ibis morning (14tb). 

Mr. Smith sterna very saogaioe aa to the 
feasibility of briogiog a railway down by 
that route, ferrying down Njdslea Channel, 
between Tbnrluw and Valdtz lalands, bni 
ol coarse there ia a good deal to be explored 
yet. At tbe sceoeof ibemapsacre everything 
wbb Icnnd bi tbe poor fellows most likely 
left it, abovela piled np all ready lor work, 
orowbara, a taw olotbea, and a woman's boots 
and a ftnckiog, tbe lafer artioles most likely 
belonging to the canae of the tragedy, 

Mr. KoES, at the Bute Inlet Depot, bad 
several books bslooging to VVaddiogtoa's 
party, wbiob were broaght taim by some ol 
tbe lodiane. The mnlea were oot used, at 
the road waa ooly good for 9 miles, after that 
being conatantly broken by mountain streams 
which have carried the bridgoa avray. One 
of iheir host men baa bud to leave (be ¥ 
par'V fur ooma diaturbnnca with on Indian, 
wbicb will be rather a loss to tbeir party. 
VV and X pait es bad been iofiethei np to 
lime of oar arrival, aod baTe oniy just separ- 
ated, Tiedemao as naoat 'pushing on'; 
Uainsby working down towards tbe mootb ol 
tbtt Homatbao. 

Yesterday wo bad an interview with Mr 
Marcua Smith, Uhisl Engineer of the Paci- 
fic Division of the Railway Survey. Mr. 
Smith sarvayed ibrougb the Canon of Ho 
matboo in one week's time aod fouod itqnite 
prtoiioable for a rnilwuy lino. Only Iroai 
3000 t ) 4000 feet ol tunnelling will be re- 
quired. Ii will be iBraembered that this 
oanoo was the tiU<^bear ol pour VVaddiogion'i* 
expedition, VVuddingtun's toad was grown 
ever wiib Doderbiash aod coveted with fallen 
iieee to aa ect'iot that renders it almort 
indiaiinot, Parties of azomeo were sat ai 
work to cut away the obsiruoiioos bo that 
ibo trail may be nnade available lor commuif 
iobtiug with end aapplying Ihe surveyors. 
The bridges VVaddiogtao built around tbu 
bluffs bad been swept away and otherbridgea 
were fjaod to have been burned, Tbe Ho- 
maihco river is at lis height and ihe oorreiit 
IS very swill— Mr. Smith, in coming down 
ihe river iQ u cauoe, made 25 miles in two 
hours, lo going up he was a week mukin/ 
'62 milef, 4t Murderer's Camp, where the 
masBBore took place, were foond namerouu 
iracRS of tbe tregedy^.

DiBlNFiOTANTS. — Thil tom is applied to 
several subbtAQceB. A disinfectant which may 
be uaelul in one case is worthless in aaotbor 
beneaa knowledge aa to the properties of every 
disinfectant is uaeful. There is not a nnivsr- 
gal disinfectant, suoh as all the venders ot 
diaiofeotants would wish the pnbllo to believe. 
trot the dastraction of germ diseases, such as 
amall pox and cholera, oarried Irom one to 
anoibar through the air, the best disinfectanl 
ia chlorine; but although Parliament voted 
£B00 lo Dr Carmichael Smith for this disco- 
very, 11 is not used as it ought to be at tbe 
hospitals. A useful form of generating chlo- 
rine slowly, and erolving it into tba atmos- 
phere in minute portioQB, ia to make a mix- 
ture ol two parts of uommon muriatic acid with 
one part of common nitric aoid; then add 
gradually sulphuric acid uatil eblorine and 
euchlorine ia evolved. This will be known 
by the darkning of the fluid, and its steady 
effervescence, owing to the eicape of the dis- 
infeciing gaa. This mixture, under tbe nase 
ol "Uverlttsting Chlorine," was shown at the 
lirflt Kiioition in 1851. Nothing has yet sa- 
porceeded it. A mixture ot Balphate of iron 
auil lime i^ the best diaiateotaot for cesspool 
and clostt. The oxide of iron al onoe oom« 
binea with the aulphoretled hydrogen, aod all 
olTonBive odour ceases. Carbolic acid is useful 
lur gangreneous wouids, but it has no value to 
deadoriee a stable or toe latrines of railway 
uiBiiona; on tbo contrary, it ioureases the 
evil. The roal efliciaat remedy would bo to 
mix about too per cent of murialio aoid in 
itie watir tank; then as tbe water flows, the 
ucid would coiibtaiitly ccmbino with aui- 
u~.ai:ical gases evolved, Pericaogaoaib ol 
putisb, kooWQ a|i Qoady's Fluid, is tba bcs 
diiinlectur of bad water. A few drops of ii 
will combine wiib the otganio mailer and 
render tho water pure. Filtering water 
through Iresh cbaiooal will als:) didiofect ii;
